Tt will be recalled_ that Lord 
Pirrie, on bis return from a visit to 
American oilfields, and fresh from a 
general inquiry into the position of 
the oil industry, warned shipowners 
no to be precipitate in converting 
merchant shipping, and particularly 
cargo boats, to the use of of] fuel in 
place of coal. He warned us that it 
might only be possible to supply oil 
fuel to vessels of the liner class,-and 
that an ofl famine was in prospect. 
Much, therefore, depends upon ship- 
owners obtaining assurances that 
supplies of liquid fuel will be ayail- 
able, and also that the oil market 
will not be manipulated to price 
levels which, instead of proving oil 
fuel an advantage, might constitute 
it a fresh tax on shipowners. 

We believe that there is growing 
ground for belief that there will not 
te the shortage that it seemed reason- 
able toexpect a few months ago. The 
search for new sources of supply is 
being actively prosecuted, and steps 
are being taken to add to the storage 
facilities, both in home perts and at 
the ports on all the great trade routes. 
The Admiralty is spending a large 
sum, approaching £1,000,000, on the 
provision of oil fuel depots to ensure 
the holding of adequate supplies for 
naval requirements, and at Liverpool, 
Bristol, Glasgow, London, Southamp- 
ton, Swansea, and other ports large 
additions are being made to storage 
plant. The situation may, therefore, 
be regarded as well in band, and. 
with a steady increase in the amount 
of oil in storage it will be possible to 
proceed at least by slow stages with 
the conversion of coal-using ships to 
the burning of oil fuel. The pollu- 
tion of docks and barbours and 
approach channels with oil which 
bas been discharged er has otherwise 
been released from ships is another 
question arising out of the growing 
employment of off fuel which is 
receiving the attention of dock autho- 
rities. This is one of the unexpected 
troubles which sometimes accumpany 
new developments, and it is a wise 
step to deal with it firmly before it 
assumes 3 virulent form, For these 
various reasons it ia safe lo predict 
a considerable increase in the number 
of oilburning ships, but it will be 
necessary for owners to keep a 
watchful eye on the statistical posi- 
tion of oil fuel, so that demand does 
not outstrip supply and put prices at 
a level which would wipe out the 
economic advantages of. replacing 
coal with oil.

AN ENTERPRISING KINEMA FRAUD. 
NEW YORK INGENUITY;

The Dempsey v. Carpentier fight has had a sequel in the Chancery 
Coxrt of London which to-day granted the Western Import Company 2 
perpetua! injunction restraining the exhibition of a film in breach of their 
copyright. Tt was explained that the defendants were the innocent victims 
of a fraud and had done everything to minimise the damage to plaintiffs 
through the exhibition of the fraudulent fila. How the latter was secured 
-was narrated by the perpetrator to an interviewer. He is a young New 
Yorker engaged as a camera operator, He climbed a water tower outside 
th: stadium on the eve of the fight and drilled a hole in 
the ,iron tank at the top of the tower, letting ont 
the water. He made another hole wherein hig telescopic tens was fixed. 
At the termin:tion of the fght the New Yorker lifted the lid of the tank 
amd found that his operator, who had been fourteen hours inside. had 
fainted. He had, however, secured the picture with the exception of the 
Tast round, a copy of which the New Yorker obtained by bribing the 
cperator at a private show of the official film. He then sailed in a fast 
boat to*London. where he sold the prints. He also sold them throughost 
the continent. They were actually cxbibiting in London when the 
plaintiff's manager arrived with the official pictures. 
FRENCH DIVISION FOR SILESIA 
SUPREME COUNCIL MEETING DELAYED. 


Loxpon, July 28.

mperizl Conference dis.ussions are reaching a state of finality. It is 
understood that the policy laid down in 1917 under which each Dominion 
will piovide its own navy to protect its own bases has been reafirmed. 
The conference paid attention to the growing importance of oi] fuel and is 
now considerirg the provision of ofl storage at all important naval bases, 
In con equence of realisation that raids on mercantile marine wil! bulk more 
Jargely during the wartime operations of the futare, it is urged that the 
Dominions should be prepared to undertake local control of communications 
and to protect coastal trade where possible with light cruisers and submarines 
which the Dominions will train their own personnel. Importance is also 
believed to have been-attached by the conference to the imperial co-ordina. 
tion convoy system. The Dominions are encouraging construction of mer- 
chantmen readily convertsble for weapons of defence and offence. As far as 


+ could-be ascertained, the conference alter accepting the principle of separate 


navies devoted its energies towards mutual co-operation and co-ordination 
with a view to maintaining vital sea communications during wartime and 
building up navies strong enough to combat likely enemies.

LEGALITY QUESTION RAISED. : 


LOCAL EXTRADITION PROCEEDINGS, |

‘The question of which is the legal” 


government of Ching, was raised in 
Magistrate Lindsell’s Court yesterday 
afternoon, during the bearing of an 


‘| application made by Mr. T. MP 


Hazlerigg, Assistant Crown Solicitor. 
for the surrender of a man ‘and a 


woman to the Canton authorities on & : 


charge of having stolea a quantity of 
jewellery from a Chinese banker in 
that city. 

Mr. G. K. Hall Brutton appeared 
to oppose the appiication. : 

Mr. Hazelrigg ssid that the female 
“ fugitive had been for four years 
s concubine of the banker, Chang 
Cheong-yim. Other members of 
Chang's household were his three 
daughters, two amahs and a little 
gir. Chang had lived amicably with 
the fugitive, and knew of no reason 
why she should leave him. About 
the beginning of June, the female 
fugitive began to have clandestine 
interviews with the male fugitive 
in a boat, and evidence would show 
that on the 13th she made prepara- 
tions for ker flight. Two days later 
she disappeared. When Chang re- 
turned home he found her room in 
disorder, and certain articles of 
worth about $1,000, 
missing. Enquiries elicited the in- 
formation that the woman had come 
to Hongkong by train, and detectives 
were sent down from Canton to assist 
the local police in tracking her. 

The first witness called was a 
Chinese extradition officer who 
testified that the seal on the requisi- 
tion was that of the Civil Governor 
of Kwangtung, General Chan Chiung- 
ming. < 

Mr. Brutton: From whom did 
General Chan Chiurg-ming receive 
his app .intment ? 

Extraditiog Officer: He was ap- 
pointed Civil Governor under the 
[ee military regime. The appoint- 
ment was recently confirmed by Dr. 
Sun Yat-sen when he was elected 
President of China. 

There is a real President of the 
Chinese Republic in Peking ?—-I dare 
not say this. 

Is it true that the Canton authori- 
ties forbid anyone to have in his or 
her possession 8 copy of the Peking 
Government Gazette ?—I don’t know. 
I don’t read Government gazettes, 

What is the name of the President 
iin Peking ?—Hsu Shih-chang. 

He is the real President of China ? 

Mr, Lindsell said it seemed unfair 
to raise such hopeless points nbout 
the legal government in China.
